put into cold water. Skim frequently 
and carefully.

Rapid or intense boiling hardens the 
fibrine. If more water is needed it 
should be added when boiling hot. 


A very hot iron should never be used 


for flannels or woolens. 


Mice are fond of pumpkin seeds, so 


bait the traps with them. 


To glaze pie crust beat one 'egg or 


the white alone and rub it over the 
top of the pie. 


To prevent" a soggy nndercrnst on 


the bottom crust of fruit ptes or any 
other joicy kind, if it is rubbed over 
with a beaten egg it will be a snre pre- 
reBtive of its being soggy], 


Winter succotash can be made of 


dried beans and canned corn. Warm 
them over with a little milk and but- 
ter and thicken the milk witto floor. 


Dormant Capacities. 


Roos«Telt was introduced to 


one of his recent European audi- 
encaa, tne man who introduced him 
said that Colonel Roosevelt waa & 
nsan who had learned to use the ca- 
pacities and powers which in most 
men lie dormant. Ke had convened 
bis capacities into energies. 


This question of dormant capaci- 


ties has been coming rather promi- 
nently to the front lately. Various 
eminent psychologists hare 
been 


making a study of the matter and 
conducting various series of tests to 
see just how much of our abilities 
we use. 
The results have proved 


that most people hare a tremendous 
storehouse of energy and 
ability 


which they seldom draw npon. The 
few who rise head and shoulders 
above their fellow-men are the ones 
who draw upon these reserves of 
which the rest erf mankind merely 
touch the surface. 


Nearly everyone has during times 


of stress performed unusual amounts 
of work, or endured uncommon phys- 
ical strain. 
They explained 
their 


ability to do it at that time to the 
excitement or the extra pressure 
brought to bear upon them. But if 
the capacity had not been there to 
do It, they would have failed, no 
matter what the stress. Since this 
groves that it is there, is one or- 
dinarily using all of It that is wise?

pacities? 


One, of course, could not live at 


high pressure all the time—that Is. 
pressure beyond one's strength. But 
it is a nice point just where the 
limit liea. Do not many of us stop 
too soon in tv.e game and thus miss 
developing o-jr lives to our highest 
and best capacity? Many would say 
that Rooseve:- as president lived at 
high pressur'- 
Th« normal 
man 


would say th .1 he could not crow.l 
into one <Ja> all that Roosevelt did. 
But Rooaeve • evidently did not con- 
sider he was .:vlng at high pressure. 
He was siatplj living up to his ca- 
pacities. 


It would b* a good investment of 


a little tiiwr for every man and 
woman to fkdz the day, the week, 
and the mo^ih, to ace If be or she 
is accomplishing all, which In those 
moments or inspiration and illumi- 
nation which everyone has, each 
feels he la abie to accomplish. 
If 


not. study OUT where is the leak, 
whether it is a frittering of energy 
a frittering of time, or simply a lack 
of endeavor. Life is happiest when 
one is expressing in one's work, th* 
best and the fullest measure of him* 
•elf. If there are capacities that ar« 
dormant, wak*1 them up. and life will 
yield a richer harvest of con tent than 
It has ever yet. 


Codfish and Cream. 


Pick up and soak without boiling a 


pint of salt fish for each four persons 
to be served. Scald one quart of milk 
In double boiler, with butter size of 
small egg and when at boiling point 
add one rounding tablespoouful flour 
carefully blended In cold milk. If an 
egg can be spared, beat it well and add 
It with the flour to the hot milk. Add 
salt if necessary. 
Have ready two 


hard boiled eggs and a tablespoonful 
of chopped parsley. Ponr codfish and 
cream on to a large platter. Around 
tbe edge place strips or rings of tbe 
hard boiled egg whites. Grate the 
yolks over the whole. Sprinkle with 
paprika and chopped parsley and serve 
with mealy baked potatoes.
